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According to a Spanish republican who had reached Bayonne by late September 
1946, having coms from Spain, Franeo plana to allow the constitution of 
four parties, which would eppea to present opposition to the praesent re. 

The @mlaaary frou 
the interior said thet Sosiallat and CKY elements had been approached with 
regard to forming part of the propored organisations, and that while the 
former aid not Kogept the proffered Suvitation, certain Bectorg of the CNT 
were dlgposed to sonsider the invitation. 


A Priste Socialist of Hadrid stated on la Ogtoher that it had been rumored

Sanches Requena was negotiating wi: 2 Novenber 1945 for the 

constitution of a labor partyn « 
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which the formation of a labor party was discussed, Giron, Fernandez 
Cuesta and Vivar Tellez, all of whom are prominent Falanzists, reportedly 
told the CNT members that, sheuid apreement be redched, funds would be 
made availuble to them for the purpose of establishing the party and 
sugested that Cipriano Mera, a weli-know Cenetista, should be asked 

to figure in the formation of the party.* The informant stated that 
Mera was released from prison in late September or early October. ** 


4. CNT member stated that by 5 Octwbher Mera had been contacted with 
regard to his participating in the formation of a labor party. While 
Mera reportedly was warned by a member of a CNT committee that the 
confederation forbade him to maintain any relations with persons ine 
volved in the formation of the party, it was the informant's opinion 
that Meru might effect some contact discreetly. 


According, to the Union Republicana member mentioned in parasraph 4, by 

9 October, ‘Hron, Vivar Tellez and "ernandez Cuesta had enlisted the 

aid of Orbaneja, former Director General of Security for their project. 

Reportedly, Orbaneja had entered various prisons and had conversed with 
gome of the inmates who had been incarcerated for political offenses, *** 


Another member of the Union Republicana affirmed on 15 October that 
through Orbaneja the three above-mentioned apenas leaders had contacted 
the Cenetistas Santa Marie and Luque. 


The significumce of the following information xa related to that con~ 
tained in the previous paragraphs is not slear. It is based on 
statements mad. by a person from Harcelona whom souxyse descrihes as 
meriting confidence. Reportedly, & labor perty with Tome Gomez Pinan 
as Secretary General had been established by late August. The nucleus 
of the party was composed of former tradeeunion leaders of the CNT, of 
the Syndicalist Party created by Angel Pestana, and of certain Prieto 
Socialists. The group was described as openly anti-Communist and 
Glaimed a membership of some 8,000 persons. Meetings of the party's 
executive committee were held in Barcelona, at the home of Gomeg Pinan.

Mera was illiterate until he 
he was imorigoned in the Carcel 
Modelo of Madrid in 1923. He has figured prominently in strikes and acts 
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of violence in Madrid organized by the CNT and hus strongly opposed commu- 


nism. In the early part of the Spanish Civil war, he held the post of 
Political Comstiscar in the Fifth Army Corps, under the orders of Miguel - 
‘Palacioa, At the end of the war, Mera commanded the forces which slashed 


with the Communiat army corps in Madrid. On that occasion, he acted under 


the direct orders of Segismunio Casado, who headed the Junta de Defensa.
